It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Akhavan was informed that contrary to the information he 
provided over the phone to the Examiner of record on 16 May 06, his name does not appear as a registered attorney of 
record in the instant application under Customer* 21971 and that he should consider sending in by facsimile an 
Associate of Power of Attorney before a personal interview on the case can be conducted. He stated that under 37 
CFR 1.34, he only needed to provide his registration number.with his signature. He was read the specific part of MPEP 
that states that interviews with a registered attorney or agent 'not of record 1 will in view of 35 USC 122, be conducted 
only on the basis of information and files supplied by the attorney or agent. He stated that such an interview would be 
acceptable, but he may not even bring any files, since this interview is going to be about 'nothing'. When asked why the 
Office should grant an interview to discuss 'nothing', he then stated that he wants to go over the after-final 
amendment/response that is denied entry. He alleged that the Advisory Action issued 05/12/06 denying entry of the 
after-final amendment does not address a specific issue and that the next step for him is to file a petition. He was told 
that if he was planning to file a petition, there was no need for a post-final/advisory interview with the Examiner on a 
potential petition. Additionally, Mr. Akhavan was reminded of MPEP 713.09, which specifically states that interviews 
merely to restate arguments of record or to discuss new limitations which would require more than nominal 
reconsideration or new search should be denied (MPEP 714.13). Mr. Akhavan then promised that he would limit the 
interview to the new limitation now added to the base claims: 'ready-to-use'. Mr. Akhavan was informed that as per 
MPEP 713.09: (a) one interview after final rejection is normally permitted, prior to which the intended purpose and 
content of the interview should be presented briefly in writing; and (b) such an interview may be granted if the examiner 
is convinced that disposal or clarification for appeal may be accomplished with only nominal further consideration. Mr. 
Akhavan was instructed that he should present to the Office the intended purpose and content of the. interview in 
writing and by facsimile. He was informed that a half-hour interview to be granted on 25 May 2006 would depend on 
the receipt and review by the Examiner of the content of his papers to be submitted by the end of business hours on 22 
May 2006.
